‘THE CHINCHOU- 
AIGUN RAILWAY. 


Wits the presentation of Japan’s 
reply to China, of which a sammary 
appeared in our issue of yesterday, 
the Chinchou-Aigan railway scheme. 
enters upon a now and interesting 
phase. The announcement that an 
agreement for the construction of 
this line by an Anglo-American 
syndicate had received the sanction 
of the Chinese Government followed 
too closely upon the heels of the 
rejection of the United States pro- 
posal for the neutralization of the 
Manchurian railway system to pre- 
vent the connexion between the two 
schemes being overlooked by anyone 
—even if they had not been sub- 
mitted simultaneously to the Russian 
Government for its approval. But 
however close the relationship i 
this instance between America’s 
financial enterprise and her diplo- 
activity in the Far Bast, the 
h Government lost no time in 
pointing out tbat international 
obligations were of moro weight 
with it than financial considerations; 
for before it could lend tho railway 
schemo diplomatic support it must 
be satisfied that China had secared 
the approval of Russia and Japan, 
the Powers primarily 
This advico bas been acted upon 
and we now learn the tenour of 
Japan's reply. It is in effect to 
take a leuf out of America’s book 
by proposing for the Chinchou line 
the very nentralization that the 
Washington Government sought to 
obtain for the Munchurian railways. 
Mr. Knox, it will bo remembered, 
was credited with having expressed 
his readiness to make the loan for 
the now railway international in 
character. Japan’s proposals, how- 
ever, would seem to go considerably 
farther ; for she contemplates 
participation not only in the loan 
and the supply of material for tho 
railway, but also in the construction 
of the line, in the supply of en- 
gineers and in sub-contracts, while 
insisting upon the right to constract 
a branch line connecting with 
Tiehling on the South Manchuria 
Railway. Such a suggestion can- 
not fail to embarrass the United

States Government, for if it accepts’ 
this scheme in its entirety, it will 
have secured a fresh railway for 
China, but not on terms that will 
enable it to pose as a disinterested 
champion of Chinese rights ; while 
if it refuses Japan's proposal, the 
latter ‘will be able to point to the 
hollowness of America’s anxiety to 
he generous with other people's 
goods. 

‘That an appreciation of the 
shrewdness of its move has not 
been altogether lost upon the Ja- 
panese Government is indicated by 
the comments of an important. 
vernacular paper, which points out 
that America as the champion of 
neutralization cannot fail to agreo 
to the now railway being inter- 
nationalized. The world at large, 
however, has little patience for 
diplomatic sparring of this nature, 
but has at heart the interests of 
China, who stands in need of a 
railway running through this por- 
tion of Chihli into Manchuria. If 
all the nations concerned coald 
approach the subject from this 
point of view, there would be hope 
for the Chinchou-Aigun railwa: 
even without acting upon the su, 
estion advanced in the United 

tates that construction should be 
begun despite any careat that might 
be issued by Japan. Both Russia 
and Japan have rights in Man- 
churia that cannot be called in 
question, least of all by the United 
States and Great Britain, who have 
no political interests in the three 
fertile provinces, beyond the main- 
tenance of some measure of reality 
for the policy of the open door. It 
is, therefore, not to be wondered at

Governments resented and rejected 
tho neutralization proposul, and aro 
now inclined to oppose, or to d 
mand participation in, the constra 
tion of the new lino to Tsitsihar. 
Russia’s answer to China’s uotifica- 
tion is not yet known ; but it may 
be expected to follow the lines of 
the Japanese reply. It will thus 
be left to Great Britain to play the 
istoric rdle of the “ honest broker,” 
if China is to be saved from the 
consequences of having chosen the 
present moment for an attempt to 
force matters to an issue by accen- 
tnating differences between tho 
Powers interested in Mancharia 
Japan’s proposals do not necessarily 
represent the on!y possible basis of 
an agreement rogarding the Chi 

chou-Aigun railway ; and after 
administering her rebuff to Ameri- 
can diplomacy, she may find it to 
her interest to make it clear 
that she does not advance such an 
impossible claim as political par 

cipation in all railway schemes in 


north-eastern China, 
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So matters stand for the nonce, 
while the attention of the world 
has once more been attracted to 
Manchuria. The conflicting alti- 
tades are not irreconcilable ; and if 
China feels unequal to the tagk, she 
has not far to turn for advice, Both 
Japan and Russia have rights to 
preserve which have cost them 
mach to obtain ; bat little argument 
is required to show that the Chin- 
chon-Aigun railway cannot be 
regarded altogether in the same 
‘category as the Harbin-Tairen line. 
In the first place it is to be built 
in the interests of China, from the 
promotion of which all nations, 
given equal opportunity, stand to 
benefit commercially. The Japanese 
proposuls, if accepted in their en- 
tirety, must introdace the political 
element, which had been eliminated 
from the original scheme pro- 
pounded hy the United States. 
Remunerative cmployynent is sought 
by the latter for her accumulation 
of surplus wealth, and rightly or 
wrongly the nation has decided that 
‘one of the most suitable spheres 
presents itself in China, especially 
in = Mancbari Great Britain 
has also to fare abroad for invest~ 
ments, but she is compelled by 
instinct and tradition to respect the 
rights of nations with which she 
hag amicable relations, and finan- 
cial advantage cannot wean her 
from her allegiance to moral obli 
tions. China, it is to be feared, is 
more likely to find others more 
potent advocates of her cause than 
herself. The issue thus lies betweon 
the other four countries and there 
can be little doubt that judicious 
negotiations would lead to a recon- 
‘ion of views that now seem as 
the poles asunder. Rassia is un- 
likely to adopt an unyielding 
attitude, while Japan on the eve of 
the Japan-British Exhibition can 
hardly wish tojeopardize the sucess 
of that undertaking by a rebaff to 
British overtures aad -hos'

RIOTING AT CANTON. 


SERIOUS OUTBREAK OF 
SOLDIERY. 
Hongkong, Feb. 15. 

Serious rioting took place at 
Canton daring the Chinese New 
Year holidays between the police 
and the newly trained troops. 

The trouble originated on New 
Year's Eve over a small commerciul 
transaction by soldier. A police- 
man intervened, and the incident 
resulted in the arrest of two 
soldiers. 

On the following day a number 
of troops entered the city, and 
assaulted every policeman they met. 
They attacked the police station 
and liberated their comrades, 





When the news reached the camp 
hundreds of troops went off with- 
out leave. The authorities ordered 
allthe city gates to be closed. 
Hioting proceeded in the suburbs. 

Next day the Warden of the 
Military School with an escort, 
while ‘going to report to Viceroy 
Yi sun was fired upon by 
Manchu guards. The escort re- 
turned and demanded arms in 
order to take revenge. When 
ammunition was refused them, they 
broke open the armoury and. took 
arms and ammonition. Being 
unable to enter the city by the 
gates they scaled the walls and 
fought the Manchus and the police 
all day.

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CHINA'S OPIUM 


PROBLEM. 


February 14. 


The White Book recently issued 
by the British Government on the 
opium question in China has now 
reached us, and no excuse is re- 
quired for returning to the subject 
in view of its supreme importance 
to this empire and of the valuable 
nature of the report furnished by 
Mr. W. G. Max Miller, His 
Majesty’s Councillor of Legation 
in Peking. It would be well, in- 
deed, if the whole publication could 
be translated into Chinese and cir- 
culated by the Central Government; 
throughout the country ; for it 
forms the only reliable, although in- 
complete, statement of the progress 
of the anti-opiam movement that 
is available to Chinese or foreigners, 
and should be the busis of all future 
action in the matter by the (hineso 
authorities. In passing, moreover, 
we may commend this feature of 
the White Book to students and 
any other class of “ reformers,” 
whose enthusiasm leary them to’ 
adopt the attitude that the elimina- 
tion of foreign help and advice is 
an essential preliminary to China’s 
salvation. Even in the suppression 
of opium, upon which the nation as 
a whole is agreed, it is found im- 
possible to check the course of the 
movement without the gratuitous 
assistance of foreigners. Nothing 
could have been more pathetic than 
the admissions which the Chinese 
delegates to the Opium Conference 
last year had to make. “It is too 
well known,” said their spokesman, 
“that under the present system of 
local and provincial administration 
there is neither proper Government 
machinery for the compilation of 
statistics nor proper survey and 
land records out of which statistics 
can be compiled. A number of 
the provinces, have attempted to 
make such returns, but for the 
reasons given the Chinese delegates 
do not consider them of much real 
value... For our shortcomings 
in these respects we can only 
repeat that we crave the indulgence 
not only of the British delegation, 
but of all the delegations of this 
honourable Commission.” Mr. Max 
Milller’s report, naturally, cannot 
cover the ground which requires a 
statistical basis for adequate treat- 
ment ; but it is a valuable summary 
of the situation compiled from 
available data, which in the case of 
three provinces include the personal 
observations of British consular 
officials. This plan of deputing 
members of the consular service 
to tour parts of the country has 




















proved the only satisfactory sub- 
stitute for accurate statistics, and, 
as already reported, the British 
Minister in Peking has urged his 
Government to authorize system- 
atic investigation on these lines, 
with the view of enabling the 
Indian authorities to decide to 
what extent China has succeeded in 
her undertaking to suppress the 
opium habjt among her people. 

It is noticeable in Mr. Max 
Miiler’s report that he devotes most. 
attention to one feature of the anti- 
opium movement, the suppression 
of production. As he points out, 
the great thing to aim at is to 
diminish and ultimately to extin- 
guish the supply, because, if the 
native supply be cut off, while the 
supply of foreign opium continues 
to be gradually diminished, opium 
smoking must in a few years be- 
come a thing of the past in China. 
Fortunately this point has not been 
lost upon the Chinese authorities, 
and the suppression of poppy culti- 
tion looms largest in all whole- 
hearted efforts directed against the 
opiam habit. It must be placed to 
the credit of H.E. Hsi Liang, when 
Viceroy of Yiinnan, that he was the 
first to give effect to the conviction 
that the only satisfactory way of 
grappling with the question of sup- 
pression was to prohibit entirely 
the cultivation of the poppy. Strin- 
gent regulations were issued by 
him in 1908 that all cultivation was 
to cease in Yinnan by the end of 
that Chinese year (January 21, 
1909), and the people soon learned 
that the Viceroy was prepared, if 
necessary, to employ soldiers to 
enforce his orders for the uprooting 
of all crops found ata later date. 
When riots had led to the loss of 
fourteen heads there could be little 
doubt regarding the attitude of 
Viceroy Hsi Liang or of his suo- 
cessor, and Yiinnan is quoted as 
affording “like Shansi, splendid 
example of what can be achieved 
in the space of a few months by 
the energy and determination of a 
single administrator bent on the 
eradication of the opiom habit.” 
Bat even with these efforts the 
acreage under poppy in the pro- 
vinee has not yet reached the 
vanishing point, owing to the 
difficulty experienced by the Chin- 
ese authorities in enforcing their 
orders upon the semi-independent 
tribes that produce nearly one-half 
of the opium grown in Yiinnan. 
Another season, however, of the 
drastic measure: ii 























the 
prospects of the poppy harvest even 
among the Shan tribes, the more 
effectually, indeed, if the Chinese 
authorities would assist the people 
to cover their fields with a more 
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legitimate and equally lucrative 
crop. 

The province of Heilungkiang 
in the Manchorian Viceroyalty 
shares with Yiinnan (with the ex- 
ception already noted) and Shana 
the honour of having eradicated the 
poppy from its borders, and total 
prohibition has been ordered for 
last season (the autumn of 1909) 
or earlier in the other provinces of 
Manchuria, and in Chibli, Shan- 
tang, Honan, Kiangsu, | Anhui, 
Szechuan, Shensi, Kansu and Kuei- 
chou. We have been told that-in 
the case of Szechuan this prohibi- 
tion has been signally successful, 
and wo trust. that this report 
will be confirmed ata later date. 
The best time to gauge the extent 
of poppy cultivation is when the 
fields aro in flower; and we aro 
reminded by the White Book of 
the optimistic report sent in De- 
cember 1908 by the British Consul 
at Chiokiang, which, says Mr. Max 
Maller, “ was, I'am afraid, rather 
premature,” and of the device ad- 
opted by the Kueichon farmors 
who, when the energetic Viceroy 
Hei Liang travelled from Yinnanfa 
to Hankow, covered over with earth 
for the day the young poppy in the 
vicinity of the main roa 
which he passed. Accordingly, 
safer estimate of the progress made 
in suppressing the cultivation of 
the poppy can be formed at a Inter 
date, and it is to be hoped that by 
that time the British Government 
will have acted upon the advice of 
the writer of the report by appoint- 
ing “one or two consular officers, 
with a knowledge of the language 
and some previous experince of 
the question, to make extensive 
tours in the principal opium-pro- 
ducing provinces, so ns to ascertain 
by personal inspection to what 
extent the orders prohibiting the 
cultivation of opium have been 
carried out.” In the meantime, 
however, it is impossible to read 
Mr. Max Miller’s evidence without 
endorsing his conclusions, that 
“distinct progress has been made 
during the period under review to- 
wards the attainmont of the objects 
China set herself in 1906,” and 
“that we shall find that China 
has more than fulfilled her share 
of the bargain (with India).” 
When, therefore, the British Gov- 
ernment has to decide on its 
fature action in regard to the 
export of opium from India, there 
can be little doubt that it will have 
to introduce a more self-denying 
ordinance than the present rate of 
diminution. This probability should 
not be overlooked by local mer- 
chants, who have now time to make 
the necessary arrangements to cope 
with the new position of affairs, 
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JAPAN IN LONDON.

Nor inappropriately to the re- 
minder contained in our telegrams 
yesterday morning of the eighth 
anniversary of the Anglo-Japanese 
Alliance, there arrives from home| 
‘most interesting report of the 
lecture delivered by Count Hiroki- 
chi Mutsn, before the Royal Society 
of Arts, on the forthcoming Japan- 
British Exhibition, as the Commis- 
signer of which Count Mutsu has 
been sent to London. It may be 
remembered that the chief motive 
underlying the Exhibition which it 
was one time intended to hold in 
Tokio next year was, to quote the 
words of Viscount Kaneko, that of 
“ throwing open the whole country 
and keeping no secrets whatever.” 
Japan, it was felt, was, as to some 
extent she still is, misropresented 
abroad ; and, as in the case of other 
countries, an exhibition, by attrac 
tion and explanation, might pave 
tho way to a better understanding. 
For various reasons, chiefly finan- 
cial, the Tokio exhibition was post- 
poned and this has left tho Japanese 
free to concentrate themselves upon 
the Japan-British Exhibition. That 
they have done go, not only with a 
will, but with the most extraordin- 
ary enthusiasm is shown by Count 
‘Matsu’s lecture. “In Japan,” His 
Excellency tells us, “this Exbibi- 
tion has been made a national work. 
His Majesty the Emperor is greatly 
interested in its success. . . All 
the Government departments, as 
well as numerous firms and indi- 
vidaals, have been vying with one 
another to contribute various objects 
of interest.” Elsewhere we have 
heard how the noble families of 
Japan have poured forth their 
treasures. What is, perhaps, not 
gonerally realized is that it is “ con- 
trary to the custom of Japan for the 
fortunate owners of these specimens 
of art to exbibit in public their 
valued possessions. Ono or two may 
‘on special occasions be reverent- 
ly examined by the few who would 
hiave the perception and intelligence 
capable of appreciating them.” 
The idea, therefore, of sending 
them to a foreiga land was 
Feceived with much heart-search- 
ing. But it was accepted loyal 
y jn the same spirit that has,

oughout, animated the nation. 
nce again, it seems, the saying 
will be justified that Londoners can 
obtain more at their own doors 
than can be seen by those of their 
countrymen “ who fare across the 





sea.’ 

Tt would be impossible in the 
space at our command to quote all 
details given by Count Matsa ; but a 
fow broad features may be indicated 
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to illustrate the prevailing idea of 
“throwing open the whole country.” 
Thus on the geographical side there 
will be; on the one hand, an 
enormous and lifelike model of 
Miyajima, one of tho three places 
in Japan most renowned for scenic 
beauty ; on the other, as a type of 
modern, business-like Japan, an 
immense model of the great manu- 
facturing city of Osaka containing 
some 300,000 houses of nearly 
forty different styles. As a kind 
of midway between the natural 
romance and practical realities of 
Japan, there will be reproductions 
of Japanese gardens, both miniature 
and landscape, of temples at Kioto’ 
and Nara, of cherry-orchards and 
tea-houses, of farming in the four 
seasons in the year, of sericulture, 
fishing with cormorants and the 
cultare of pearls. The historical 
section, composed of a series of 
lifesize tableaux, should be particu- 
larly attractive. Tho series begins 
with the era, twenty-five centuries 
ago, of the Emperor Jimma, from 
whom the present raler of Japan is 
descended in direct line. The Nara 
period, of the eighth century, 
follows next, when intercourse with 
the continent of Asia began and 
Buddhism was introduced. Then 
will be seen the Fujiwara period, 
characterized by female dominance 
and by the advance of literatare 
and art ; the Gen-Pei epoch, of the 
twelfth century, and what Count 
Mautsa terms the Japanese Wars of 
the Roses ; hunting scenes from tho 
Kamakura, and the “ No” dance of 
the Ashikaga periods ; finally a pic- 
tare of modernTokio, with its rieshas, 
carriages, trams motor-cars. 
The postal service of Japan, which 
began with a system of couriers 
and posting-houses in the sevonth 
century, will be portrayed. The 
Japanese navy, from the time when 
Kublai Khan sent out a fruitless 
armada to attack the Island Empire 
down to the newest Japaneso 
Dreadnoughts, will be fully 
represented ; and there will 
also be enormous panoramas 
of the four most important land 
battles that Japan has fought. The 
display of women’s work, cloisonné, 
wood carving and embroidery ; of 
educational and commercial matters, 
of bird life and a I life ; of 
national sports and pastimes ; all 
this must be left to speak for itself. 
We would only notice in conclusion 
the extremely interesting section 
that will be devoted to Formosa, 
with its full-sized model of an abori- 
ginal village and its tea-house, where 
Oolong tea will be offered to visi- 
tors by uative Formosan girls. 
“From the commercial standpoint 
there can be little doubt of the 
success of the exhibition. London

is obviously better suited for such 
an undertaking than Tokio, and 
while the attitude of Japan to the 
West is still admittedly one of re- 
ceptivity, the Japanese may well 
be content to postpone for a while 
the once-projected exhibition ; in 
their own capital. But although 
Count Mutsn did not attempt to 
minimize the commercial import- 
ance to his countrymen of “ Japan 
in London,” there are broader con- 
siderations which it would be neither 
grecefal nor politic to overlook. 
aring the past eight years the 
British attitude of mind towards 
the Anglo-Japanese Alliance has 
undergone a perfectly natural pro- 
cess of transitions. The first en- 
thusiasm with which it was received 
gave place to « cooler feeling, not, 
perhaps, unconnected with the un- 
that was earned for Japan 
sponsible sections of her 
population, whom the victories in 
Manchuria brought to the top. To 
those who had confidence in the 
abiding wisdom of Japanese statos- 
men it was only a question of time 
until those undesirable elements, 
from which no nation is exempt, 
should be brought into subjection ; 
and the events of tho past weeks 
have surely shown that that process 
has begun to tuke place. No better 
srampls could be found of the 
sound common sense of the Japan- 
ese nation than the manner in 
which, on the whole, Mr. Knox’s 
roposal for the neutralization of 

neburian railways was received 
in Japan; so that a suggestion, 
which however pure in intention 
was obviously fraught with danger- 
ous possibilities, would appear to 
have left no trace of unfriendliness 
where it most might have excited 
resentment. It is to be hoped, there- 
fore, that Japan will act with 
eqaal indgement in the case of 
the Chinchou-Tsitsihar concession, 
For this above all things has 
become clear, that in all cases 
the Japanese Government has acted 
with sterling loyalty to the Anglo- 
Japanese Alliance,- and it is the 
wish of the thinking sections 
among both natiors that this sincere 
and valuable compact should not be 
disturbed by questions of competi- 
tion and commer: is 
Only in Manchuria does 
Japan seem tempted to strain the 
gaality of goodwill, by not realizing 
the material disadvantages that 
must ultimately accrue from a 
policy of thinly disguised antipath: 
towards British enterp Deeds 
in such circumstances are more 
eloquent than words ; and with the 
removal of all commercial friction, 
which, if fostered, must engender in 
time avowed hatred, we may look 
to the Japan-British Exhibition as 
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a visible witness to the friendship 
that both countries have equal 
interest and warmth of purpose in 
maintaining. 





THE PRUSSIAN 


FRANCHISE. 
February 16. 

DisturBances in the streets of 
Berlin are of such rare occurrence 
that somewhat more significance 
may legitimately be read into the 
recent demonstrations against the 
Prossian Franchise Reform Bill 
than usually attaches to conflicts 
between crowds and the police in 
a large city. The intention of the 
Social-Democratic party to hold a 
mass meeting in what is vaguely 
termed ina telegram the “centre” 
of the capital was frustrated by the 
authorities ; but a demonstration 
was made and called for the active 
intervention of the police, who fired 
blank cartridges and in the mélée’ 
several people were injared. While 
it is unnecessary to suppose thet 
the crowds on this occa: 
prised more than the us 
tion of conscientious “ demonstra- 
tors,” witha large admixture of the 
lower elements of the city, it has 
to be remembered that in this con- 
troversy over the franchise the 
militant party has the support of a 
considerable section of the people. 
Although not numerically strong in 
parliament owing to the inequali- 
ties of the electoral system, the 
Social-Democrats command a large 
and increasing following through- 
outthe country, while there is a 















tendency among many voters 
to givo them their adheronce, 
not because they subscribe 


to all their tenets, bat as the only 
method of expressing dissatisfaction 
with the existing condition of 
things. In this question of the 
Prussian franchise the party must 
have considered itself strongly 
en'renched behind public opinion, 
for its lin» of action has heen 
decided uyon with wonderful 
unanimity aud carried out with 
resolute determination. Ata meet- 
ing of the “ Prussia Congress” of 
the party in the first weck of 
January a motion wus accepted 
without debate in favour of the 
employment of ‘all measa 
to break down reactionary opposi 
tion to Prussian franchise reform. 
One official speech only was allow- 
ed, and the spokesman stated that 
the party had resolved to employ 
all measures which were at its 
command and “to make use of 
extreme measures, if the situation 
required it.” Bloodshed and win- 
dow-breaking, he added, were not 
essential parts of street demon- 











stration, but into the streets they 
would go, il circumstances demand- 
ed. After: the motion had been 
adopted unanimously the leader of 
the party said that he wished to 
affirm that it represented the un- 
controllable determination of the 
social democracy in Prussia not 
merely to take counsel, but to take 
action. 

The feeling now displayed on the 
subject of the franchise represents 
the accumulated growth of many 
years, and it had made itself suffi- 
ciently conspicuous to wring from 
the Government an admission of 
the need for some measure of re- 
form. According to the existing 
system the four hundred and fifty- 
three members of the Prussian 
House of Representatives are elect 
ed for five years by a suffrage 
which, although universal, is 
neither direct nor equal, and it is 
of interest to recall the details of 
this system. Members are chosen 
in districts, which for pur] of | m 
election are subdivided into smaller 
divisions, (Urwahlbesirke), in each 
of which the actual electorate is 
divided into three classes according 
to the amount of taxes that they 
pay ; the largest tax-payers who 
together pay one third of the taxes 
form the first class ; the next largest 
tax-payers paying another third of 
the taxes form the second class, 
while the rest of the people form 
the third class. Bach of these 
classes choose separately, and by ab- 
solute majority vote, one third of the 
electors to which the Urioahlbezirk 
is entitled on the basis ot one 
elector for every two hundred and 
fifty souls. All the electors so 
chosen in the district then meet to- 
gether and elect the representative 
by absolute majority vote. Both 
in the voting by the people for the 
electors and by these for the repre- 
sentatives the vote has to be given 
orally, and the agitation both of the 
Socialists and of the Liberal party 
has long been directed townie the 
introduction of the secret ballot. 
On this point the Government still 
refuses to meet the people, nor 
will it abolish the  three-class 
system, From the brief telegra 
summary of the new Reform Bil 
wo learn that the only noticeable 
‘conerssion made is in regard to tho. 
abolition of the electoral colleges, 
although it is stated that the num- 
ber of voters in the higher classes 
bas been increased. Even this 
improvement would not be likely 
to satisfy the popular demand, 
unless it were accompanied by a 
redistribution of seats ; for, if we 
‘are not mistaken, the electoral 
districts have not been changed 
since 1860—an anomaly that ieads 
to great inequalities of representa- 
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tion, not the least ‘conspicuous of 
which is the allotment of only nine 
members to Berlin with one 
twentieth of the total population of 
Prussia within its boundaries. 
More than academic interest 
attaches to this Prussian systemof 
election, which has been well term 
ed a singular compromise between 
universal suffrage and property 
qualification. Under it everybody 
votes and has a certain share in 
the direction of public affairs ; but 
the largest tax-payers, that is, the 
richest men, comparatively few in 
number, choose as many electors 
as the bulk of the people. In 
municipal government, to which 
the same principle is applied in 
Prassia, it is claimed for the 
system that it has the good effect 
of making the administration of 
the city a matter of business rather 
than of politics; but its defects 
are more apparent in the case 
of parliamentary elections. Tho 
eagre representation allotted to 
the bulk of the people causes the 
majority to abstain from _yotio; 
and thus invalidates the claim 
the members as body to voice the 
opinion of the nation, while the 





system has the inevitable result of 
taking party lines coincide with 
social distinctions and accentuatin, 
the antagonism between rich ani 
poor. To the fortunate absence in 
the past in English political life of 
all class jealousy may be attributed 
the steady progress of our political 
Hiberty ; and not the least dis- 
comforting feature of recent ten- 
dencies is the misguided attempt 





to foster enmity between the 
masses and the classes. In Prussia 
class struggles have characterized 
all stages of her history, with th 
result that the aristocracy 
belonged wholly to one political 
party, and the prolotariate with 
gradual acquisition of political 
power instinctively groups itself in 
another purty, Popular govern- 












ment, therefore, as opposed to 
bureaucratic government remains 
an sibility for Prossia, until 


such time as one great party, draw- 
ing support from every rank ‘in 
life, speaks in the name -of tho 
people, without distin ction of class.

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THE MILITARY 
RIOTS. 
February 17. 


Tr must be admitted that the 
opening of the new year has not 
been auspicious. At ‘two of the 

rincipal cities of the Empire there 
Fave ‘been violent riots among 
troops that, in so far as they are 
trained upon modern lines, are to 
be considered as the nucleus of 
China’s future defences. And while 
the two outbreaks differ in detail, 
there is enough similarity between 
them to afford a very serious warn- 
ing of yet graver possibilities to’ 
come. Both at Soochow and Can- 
ton, the disturbance would appear 
to have begun with the ponishment 
of one or two privates. As regards 
Soochow, the theory has been ad- 
vanced that the soldiers were 
enraged because they were denied 
free entrance toa theatre. But the 
obvious convenience of 
planation as a shield for the native 
authorities renders it far less cre- 
dible than the first account given, 
that the soldiers mutinied as a 
revenge for the bambooing of one 
of their comrades. At Canton some 
mention has been made of the 
workings of the Komingtang 
secret society. But there is 
little need to go beyond the 
straightforward version of our 
Hongkong correspondent, namely 
that a couple of soldiers werearrested 
as tho resnit of some petty quarrel 
with a shopkeeper, and that their 
companions went to their rescue. 
Similar outbreaks between policeand 
the military have occurred before, 
though usually with less violence : 
and it is to be feared that they will 
occur again, unless a beter sense of 
discipline be inculcated with the 
better training in arms. As might 
be expected, the outbreak at Canton 
was far the more sanguinary of the 
two, Iso the quarrel appears 
to have been embittered by the pre- 
sence of a Manchu contingent, 
numbering, we believe, some 2,000 
men. For two or three days the city 
was virtually besieged,and the casual- 
ties amounted to some hundreds. But 
in both cases it is clear that, once 
aroused, the soldiers warmed to 
their work with complete disregard 
of consequences and of the nominal 
authority of their commanders ; and 
if there was less bloodshed at Soo- 
chow, the damage to property by 
these New Year festivities is esti- 
mated at the respectable sum of at 
least Tls. 10,000. 

‘Whether any foreigners have 
suffered in the riots at Canton we 
have yet to learn. As regards’ 
Soochow, the misadventure of the 
four English visitors from Shang- 




















hai is too well known to need 
repetition. But the fact that the 
injuries inflicted on Messrs. Ladd, 
Nottingham, Ward and Wedder- 
burn were, happily, less serious 
than they might easily have been, 
must not be allowed to blind us to 
the necessity of adequate reparation; 
and by adequate we would imply 
something more than the arrest and 
incarceration of a few obscure 
Chinese more or lees remotely con- 
nected with the trouble of the 
moment. The fact that the visitors 
may or may not have been dressed 
in such a manner as to excite parti- 
cular animosity in view of rumours 
prevalent of the approaching parti- 
tion of China, is quite beside the 
point at issue, namely, that the men 
were admittediy beyond control by 
their commanding officers ; and 
that the latter, by withdrawing the 
usual pickets from the city, had not 
even taken the trouble to guard 
against such disturbances of public 
order as might well be expected i 
atime of general holiday-making. 
Although several arrests have been 
made, it is said that the prisoners in 
question are merely men who came 
into the riot after looting had begun, 
not the original fomenters of 
trouble ; and it is easy to imagine 
that the authorities would only be 
too glad to fiad scapegoats among 
those who had friends less formi- 
dable to avenge their cause than 
the soldiers. If the punishment of 
‘a breach of garrison discipline gave 
rise to so much trouble, what 
might not be the result of the 
severer penalties that are now re- 
quired? ‘That the Japanese Consul 
at Soochow bas demanded compensa- 
tion of four or five hundred taels, i 
probably a piece of native journalis- 
tic ingenuity designed to rally 
popular feeling to the side of the 
Chinese officials. But the statement 
that the Consul insists upon the re-' 
sponsible authorities being punished 
for failing to afford protection, 
whether correct or not, indicates 
undoubtedly the lines on which 
reparation should be sought. 
Whether the cause of complaint be 
a boycott, a breach of treaty obliga- 
tions or a tiot like those of last 
week, there is but one way of guard- 
ing against such eventualities in 
the future; that is, by fixing the 
responsibility on the officials and 
not allowing it to be shouldered 
upon relatively innocent private 
Tersons. 

We would lay particular stress 
on this point not so much for th 
gravity of the damage done on the 
present occasion as with a view to 
preventing worse things in the 
future, and for two main reasons. 
In the first place there is not the 
slightest doubt that the inability of 
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officials to keep order is often pur- 
posely exaggerated. The speed 
and ruthlessness with which the 
riots at Pinghsiang last spring were 
stamped out provides eloquent proof 
that the governing classes can act 
efficiently when they have a mind. 
It is true that the trouble at Ping- 
hsiang was of a different order 
from what has occurred at Soochow 
and Canton ; that revolutionaries 
were concerned, modern-trained 
troops. But this fact only lends 
a greater emphasis to the second 
point that we have to make, 
namely, that an army trained 
on modero lines, with modern 
weapons, but without proper dis- 
cipline, creates a new danger 
in the country on which the Gov- 
ernment would not appear as yet to 
have calculated. For the time 
being the modern-trained troops of 
China not exceeding in all, wo 
believe, some two hundred thousand 
men are insignificant as compared 
with the hundreds of millions of the 
nation. But the system on which 
the Empire is administered, the 
want of cohesion between provinces 
and capital, gives to those two 
hundred thousand an importance 
altogether out of proportion to their 
numbers. It is merely neces- 
sary to recall the story of the 
coup d'état of 1898, in’ order to 
realize the power that rests with 
any official who can count on the 
fidelity of a cor number of 
troops ; and we have to remember 
that the most prominent part of the 
Government’s programme to-day 
to increase the armament of the na- 
tion on modern lines. For these 
reasons the riots at Soochow and 
Canton must be counted far above 
the cost of the immediate damage 
suffered ; and the need to fix the 
responsibility upon those comman- 
ders who have allowed their men to 
get out of hand becomes an 
not only for those who hav 
curred joss in the outbreak, but for 
the welfare of the nation.

‘WIRELESS TELEGRAPHY AT 
HONGKONG. 
. The question of the erection of @ 
‘wireless telozraphy station at Hongkong 
has been prominently to the fore for 
‘some months, and at the annual meeting 
of the Hongkong Chamber of Commerce 
the Chsirman emphasized the need 
for immediate action. After reforriog 
to the absolate necessity for = properly 
equipped station ia the Colony, with 
‘a range of at least 1,500 miles, 
‘Mr. Hewett said that, while 
jas not the province of the Cham- 
Ber of Commerce to pash the in- 
Yarests of any individual basiness orn- 
‘corn, it appeared that they should n0 
longer be dependent apon bis Majesty's 
Navy for their wireless station, bat 
‘that one should be erected independently 
‘of the Navy. In order to make this 
‘thoroughly efficient and self-supporting 
it should be condacted as a commercit 
‘undertaking and not as » Government 
concern, bat of course, the usual con- 
Gitions ‘woald have to be imposed to!

THE 
PEKING POSTAL 
SERVICE. 


The following communication has 
been iasued by the Chinese Imperial 
Post Office :— 


Recent articles in varions newspapers 
leave mablio under the impression 
that the arrangements made by th 
LP.O. for the transmission of mai 
between Peking, etc, and Shanghai 
during the winter are defective. The 
following questions are asked : (1) Why 
does the IP.O. not notify the public 
of exact date of departare of steamers 
from Chiowangtao ? (2) Why are mails 
not sent vid Hankow when no steamers 
aro available ? 

Ta reply to these questions it may be 
stated that, aa the hour of departure of 
a steamer is not decided until after its 
arrival in port, and as its stay there is 
abort, there is, at a rale, not sufficient 
time to dispatch mails from Pekiog and 
Tientsin when telegraphic information 
from Chinwangtan as to that vessel is 
received, Mails are, therefore, sent di 

Mails to Shanghai via Hankow take 
from five to seven days. With a direct 
steamer from Chinwangtao they will only

‘of the pablic to change its practice of 
sending mails by sea. Daring the 
whole of last winter and most of the 
carrent season, the sea service has been

A RAILWAY 
DISASTER,

‘and this practice will, before the 
election, be extended to all the 
provinces. The numbers of electors 
who exercised the right of voting varied 
in different provinces. There was con- 
siderable apathy : there was the mis- 
trust inevitable in an imperfectly 
educated country. No trace of anti-

elections, and native (hristis 
freely the right of voting.

Debates were open to the 
public by the presentation of tickets 
issued by members, Tables and cbaira 
were set apart for the reporters of the 
local newspapers, and the proceediags 
wore daily recorded. Some of the 
addresses given at the opening were 
quite noteworthy. Conspicuous was the 
address of the Acting-Governor of 
Shantang, Son Pao-chi.

The As- 
sembly won the dey and thereby

CHINA.

then explained the manner in which 
the composite bow Hi 
said that, in the comp.

In dryiog, the 
sinews shorten so mnch that the bow is 
not only straightened out but reversed, 
both ends now curving strongly for- 
ward. The lecturer then explained

Chin- 
ese writers stated that archery reached 
perfection ander the Chow Dynasty, in 
the 12th century B.C; and this pro- 
bably referred to the introduction of 
the composite bow into China. The 
method of stringing the bow and of 
estimating its strength was next 
outlined, and Prof. Reymond then 
described the three tinct classes of 
bows found in ‘hina to-day :—the 
short bow, the long bow the 
gymnastic or training bow. He ex- 
hibited one sample of each kind and 
short bow of a slightly different type 
mbich he found io Korea. The lectarer 
farther described the standard Chinese 
work on warfare, A Ping Hen, which 
contains a complete treatise on archery, 
‘and some very good pictures illustrating 
the proper way of handling bow and 
arrow. Translations from this book were 
given by Professor da Bois-Reymond, 
and proved a most interesting con- 
tribution to the knowledge of archery, 
mbicb, as 2 science, he said was an- 
donbtedly doomed to extinction. The 
time was therefore most opportane for 
making collections. 

The Chairman drew attention to « 
collection that had been lent to the 
Maseam by Captain HE. Laver and 
which contained a number of articles 
showing the composition of bows, »

took place was quite needless, becanse 
8 Magistrate is always on tho premises

UNLICENSED MILK VENDOR. 

At the Mixed Court on Wednesday 
morning Tsang Ab-fob, a coolie, was 
charged with having sold milk without 
« licence within the limite of the Settle- 
ment on the 14th instant, 

T. N. Hngall, an} [ospector in the 
employ of the Monicipal Health Depart- 
ment, said that tho milk was bought 
from’ ao unlicensed dairy, and then 
taken to the Hongkew Police Station, 
Sub-Inspoctor Brown's suspicions were 
aroused when he noticed that the bottles 
wore notsealed. Witness was informed, 
‘and he bad the milk apalyzed, which 
showed that 32 per cent of water had 
been added, Accused stated that he 
belonged to « foreign dairy, and was in 
the employ of Mrs. McLanghlia, That 
lady denied that the accased was 
amployed by her, for she bad dismissed 
him a month previously. Witness 
added that some of the bottles wore 
sealed, but not with the seal of Mrs, 
McLaughlin, 

In defence, the accased denied baring 
sratered the milk, but admitted having 
cow outside the Settlement. 

Inspector Hugall pressed for a heary 
prnishment, owing to the seriousness of 
thecbarge, which would unjastly, he said, 
cast a certain amount of discredit on 
the foreign dairies. 

‘Accused was sentenced to one month's 
imprisonment. 

VOLUNTEER MOBILIZATION. 


A. lecture on mobilization was given 
ia the Town Hall yesterday afternoon 
ty Lt-Colonel A. A. S. Barnes, to 
mombers of the Volunteer Corps. The 
Commandant pointed out that mobiliza- 
tion was not a defence scheme in itself, 
bat only part of it, as far as pro- 
paratory instroctions to the Corps were 
concerned. Several radical departures 
from the system formerly in vogue had 
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een introdaced and additional featares 
had been incladed, notably flags by day 
and lamps by night for the alarm. 
Mobilization headquarters had been 
established, while subsidiary rallying 
places were dotted over the Settlement, 
thus forming. the ontline of.a. echeme of 
rapid concentration, of which individ 
must fill in the details according to the 
needs of tbe moment. The duties of the 
Corpa on mobilization had been clearly 
laid down, and there could be litt 
doubt as to the powers and res; onsibili- 
ties of the Corps. In view of the 
straggling nature of the Settlement, 
mack is wisely left to the common sense 
of individuals, and thus personal initia- 
tive mast play a big part. The duties 
of Unit Commanders had been clearly 
nid down, so, that each can carry these 
font at once without the delay conse: 
quent to a reference to headquarters. 
‘At the close of the lecture several 
questions were put tothe Commandant 
‘on the details of the scheme. 
THE GREAT REFORM SCHEME 
Attention is called to the two ig: 
portant Imperial decrees which me 


bli 
[eval gpverament aod the reform of the 
jndigial system. Ax regards the former, 
the new regniations drawn ap by the 
Commission for Constitutional Reforpus 
are spproved by the Throne, the 
principle adopted being that all local 
government is to be co-ordinated on » 
definite plan under the supervision of 
the Ministry of the Interior. The 
Commission for Constitutional Reforms 
‘has also submitted provisional regnla- 
tions for the. management of primary 
and local courts of justice, division of 
judicial areas and constitution of courts, 
ander the superintendence of the 
Ministry of Jnstice. These roles, which 
been adapted from the usage, of 
foreign countries are also approved 
by the Throne. It is important, to 
notice that these decrees were issued,on 
the eve of the closing of Goverampat 
Offices for the Chinese New Year 
holidays; and that the reforms to be 
adopted rt of the second year's 
instalment of the comprehensive nine 
years’ acheme of reform, leading up. to 
constitntional government, contained 
in the decree of September 1, 1906 gud 
confirmed avd amplified by the subse- 
quent decrees of February 18, 1907, 
and Angnst 27, 1908.
